“NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Until we have the complete protocols of the Labour Conference before 
ys it is impossible to pass an opinion on the value of its work. Judging 
from the bald text of the resolutions which has been published, it does not 
wem, however, that the Sabbath Question has been treated in as wide and 
tolerant a spirit as we have a right to expect. The Conference has decided 
that all workmen should be granted one day of rest in seven. So far it 
has done well; and if the principle is legally adopted by the several Con- 
tinental States represented at the Conference the effect will be of great 
economical advantage. But the Conference has gone further than this. It 
has afirmed that Sunday shall be the only Day of Rest and in 
the catalogue of exceptions of which it has taken cognizance, it makes no 
reference to the scruples of Jews and other sabbatarian sects. This is a very 
serious omission, especially in view of the fact that the German Reichstag is 
shortly to be asked to give legislative effect to the resolutions of the con- 
ference, and that the Jews in the Empire number half-a-million. We have 
little doubt that in the present constitution of parties in the German Parlia- 
ment the claims of the Jews will receive a fair and patient hearing ; but 
had these claims been recognised by the Conference in the first instance we 
should have been spared a squabble for which the anti-Semites seem to be 
fully prepared. 


In the agitation of the students atthe Russian universities there is one 
remarkable feature. Among their demands they ask that the Jews should be 
freely admitted to the universities instead of being restricted to a small per- 
centage of the total number of undergraduates. Here we see the generous 
and enthusiastic character of the educated youth of Russia rising superior to 
the prejudices which the governing class has endeayoured to instil into them, 
There is real hope for our brethren in such a symptom. The students will, 
perhaps, be beaten at the moment ; perhaps all their requests will be refused. 
But time will fight for them, and in the contest between the stupid militarism 
of the officials and the Liberal aspirations of the rising professional class the 
victory must fall in the end to those who represent the future.

_ “Conscription” was the subject of a Speech Competition at the Jewish 
Working Men’s Club on Sunday'evening,and it was meet that Lord W olseley 
should be one of the Judges, and his colleague at the War Office, Lieut.- 
Colonel Goldsmid, the Chairman on the occasion. Quite a warlike air hung 
around the building usually devoted to innocent recreation and amusement. 
t is strange that no allusion was made to the Jewish view of conscription. 
In the first chapter of Numbers directions are given with much detail for a 
general conscription of every man “from twenty years old and upward, all that are 
able to go forth to war in Israel,” an army of upwards of 603,550, — But in

40 the modern Jew, military service has been made hateful — especially 
‘N Kassia—by reason of the special disabilities Jews suffer, involving the 
‘actifice of almost every religious observance and the denial of all hope of 
merited promotion, The scene of Jewish soldiers celebrating Kippur in the 
battlefield before Metz has been made familiar, and in the Anstrian army 
there is a general order that the paraphernalia for a Jewish service form part of 
the baggage. The Rev. 8. Singer has properly directed attention to the 
unfortunate disfavour with which a soldier's life is regarded by English Jews, 
although the number of Jewish soldiers in the army—especially in the Medical 
ae Corps— is larger than is popularly supposed. In fact a member of 

*Camel Corps, who had served iu Egypt under General Wolseley, is a 
member of the Jewish Working Men’s Club, and had the satisfaction of 
aa introduced on Sunday to his former commander. . As time goes on, 
ais all probably find the number of Jewish soldiers in England greatly 
‘ oan Some Jewish young men having the necessary stamina and regard- 
in her itary service asan honourable profession and not as a mere moral 

‘t-shoot, might, indeed, do far worse than enlist in the army. 


The East End had a field day on Saturday. In the morning the Cen- 
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tenary of the Great Synagogue was made the occasion for a special sermon 
at that place worship by the Rey. Dr. Adler. In the afternoon the Rey. Dr. 
Lerner, the newly appointed minister of the Federation of Synagogues, 
preached his inangural sermon at the Bevis Marks Synagogue. The sermon 
of the Rev. Dr. Adler, which we print in another column, was in every way 
appropriate to the occasion. Pathetic interest was lent to his remarks by his 
allusion to the massacre at York which took place on that day—Sy35 pj — 
(00 years ago. Between that sad epoch and the present era how enormous 
are the changes that have taken place in the condition of the Jews of this 
country ! Nay, proportionately, the change in that condition which has 
occurred since the inauguration of the present Great Synagogue building a 
hundred years ago is greater still. Socially, and perhaps intellectually too, 
English Jews have made more than a century of progress since that “pious 
lady, Judith Levy, offered £4,000, a munificent sum in those days, towards 
the building fund of the Synagogue. The Duke’s Place Shool is a visible 
embodiment of modern Anglo-Jewish history. If bricks and mortar had the 
power to speak, the edifice could tell the story of the fortunes of the com- 
munity during the last century. Despite the migration of the more influential 
section of the London Jews from the East to the West it still remains the 
Cathedral Synagogue, a position which its architectural beauty and the 
memories associated with it eminently entitle it to occupy. It is to be hoped 
that the appeal of the Rev. Dr. Adler will be successful, and that this ancient 
place of worship will retain its commanding place among the Synagogues of 
the Metropolis for yet many a decade. : 


The other important event which occurred at the East End on Saturday 
was also suggestive in its way. The induction of a minister of the United 
Chevras marks an epoch in the religious history of the community, The 
event was a visible sign of the intellectual and spiritual progress of the Jewish 
working-classe3. The mere fact that the Federation exists proves the reality 
of that progress, for it shows that union among elements apparently so diverse 
has been possible. Nor can it be doubted that the determination to have a 
religious guide, and not a Maggid only, is a symptom of a spiritual develop- 
ment which is destined to manifest itself still more clearly in the fature, The 
Bevis Marks Synagogue presented a remarkable sight on Saturday afternoon, 
The expectant throng seemed to suggest possibilitics of East End progress, 
intellectual and religious, the realisation of which will be ample justification 
of the step taken by the Federation in electing Dr. Lerner. The readiness 
with which the Sephardic Congregation lent their ancient and imposing 
Synagogue for the ceremony was another agreeable incident. It showed how 
real is the sympathy which after all exists below the superficial differences 
that seem to divide the community.

Mr. David F. Schloss contributes an article on Industrial Co-operation 
to the current number of the Contemporary Review. Mr. Schloss treats this 
economical panacea in much the same way as he recently dealt with that still 
more modern nostram—profit sharing. Mr. Schloss is not content with 
well-sounding words or with superficial definitions of the ideas they denote. 
He examines everything for himself, and forms his own judgment, without 
taking for granted the statements of even the best authorities. Applying his 
characteristic method to Industrial Co-operation, he comes to the conelusion 
that the expedient, as at present carried out, is for the most part a delusion. 
As a rule it does not benefit the working classes, for whose special advantage 
it is supposed to have been called into existence. At the present time when 
the whole industrial world is in a state of ferment it is well that Mr. 
Schloss’s merciless analysis should be applied to all such economic 
expedients. ne of the latest industrial movements is the strike in 
the boot-making trade, which, deplorable on general grounds, is to be 
regretted from the Jewish point of view, owing to the large number of 
our Jewish coreligionists who are thus thrown out of work. We are far from 
wishing to “ take sides ” in this deplorable strike, but the letter of Mr. Claude 
Montefiore, which we publish in another column, indicates that the Jewish 
bootmakers had no other resort but. to “step in line” with their fellow- 
workmen. 


Those of our readers who are acquainted with the intricacies of the boot 
trade, or who have studied the details in recent writings on the subject, will 
be aware that, when the work is done “ under the sweating system,’ sub- 
division of labour is much resorted to. One noteworthy result of this method 
is that the persons who are employed by the sub-contractor are liable to be 
thrown out of employment if their master for any reason declines to work. 
Thus, in the strike which is at present taking place in the boot industry, the 
cessation of work on the part of the master finishers (who “ knife” the boots) 
makes it impossible for the journeymen whom they employ to continue at work, 
The strike of the latter is, therefore,to a certain extent more of a “lock-out” than 
a strike ; and their participation in the general movement is due as much to 
necessity as to choice. It is to be feared that, whatever may be the ultimate 
effect of the present dispute, its immediate effect must be to cause much 
distress among a hard-working set of men whose earnings are at the best of 
times of anything but magnificent dimensions. 


Last week we reviewed the excellent compendium of English 
rayers just published by Mr. Alfred Louis Cohen. In a circular 
fetter, which the author has written to accompany his volume, he refers to the 
decline among English Jews of the practice of regular prayer, and attri- 
butes the fact to the want of a suitable prayer-book in the vernacular. Cer- 
tainly any weakening of the spiritual life is to be deplored, and every 
effort calculated to strengthen it heartily welcomed. There can be no 
uestion whatever that Mr. Cohen’s little work is such an effort. Approval 
4 it does not touch the question as to the policy of introducing English, 
ther wholly or in part, as the language of public prayer. The book is

intended for family use, and systematic resort to it in the home cannot 
fail to deepen the religious life of its indwellers. In an age like the present, 
when domestic religion is on the wane, a resolute endeavour ought to be made 
by Jewish parents to arrest this tendency by establishing the practice of 
regular family worship. And perhaps such worship will be most effective if 
it is conducted in the language which, because it is best understood, appeals 
most directly to the heart. When it is remembered that the future of 
Judaism rests with the young, the necessity of imbuing Jewish children with 
a love and a reverence for their religion, by means of the inspiring influences 
of home worship, will become clearly evident. It is on these grounds that 
we hail with pleasure the publication of Mr. Cohen’s book, and we earnestly 
trust that it may achieve the exalted objects which the author has had in 
view in giving it to the world. It is farther to be welcomed as a sign of the 
religious zeal of the lay members of the community. Every expression of 
such earnestness is to be encouraged, whether it take the form, as in this 
case, of a devotional handbook or the delivery of occasional addresses from 
the Palpit. Lay religious work has always been a feature in Judaism, and 
we strongly deprecate any action which would seek to curtail it in the present 
and in the future. 


The Rey. Franeis Cohen, Minister of the Borough Synagogue, is making 
a gallant and creditable effort to induce his congregation to join in the musical 
part of the service. He has invited them to meet periodically for study with 
a view to supplementing, from their usual places in the synagogue, the efforts 
of the choir. He addresses his invitation to both ladies and gentlemen. The 
plan is one which we have ourselves strongly urged on many occasions. If 
itcould be carried out it would unquestionably heighten the effectiveness of 
the service from both the musical and the religious points of view. Good 
singing must be hearty singing, and it cannot be hearty as long as it is 
practically left to the paid choristers. The co-operation of the con- 
gregants would put the choir on their mettle, and eliminate from their 
efforts some of that perfunctory character which at times is only too plainly 
evident. Nor can it be doubted that systematic congregational singing would 
increase the spirituality of the worship. Itis a matter of common experience 
that the mere act of singing produces fervour, just as fervour produces sing- 
ing. The congregant who begins by joining in a hymn or an anthem 
mechanically ends by feeling himself uplifted. As a minister, then, anxious 
not only for the wsthetic character of the service, but for its spiritual power 
over his flock, Mr. Cohen is only discharging a plain duty in taking this new 
departure. We wish his project all possible success, and cordially commend 
it to the notice of his colleagues in the ministry and, indeed, to that of 
everyone interested in increasing the efficiency of the synagogue service. 


CORRESPONDENCE, 
THE STRIKE IN THE BOOT TRADE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Your readers will know from the daily papers that on Monday last th, 

men in the wholesale boot trade came out on strike. The object of this strike is to 
compel the head employers no longer to send out work to be done in the homes of 
the workers or in the sweating dens, but to provide proper workshops in which the 
labour may be performed by men in the direct employment of the manufacturers, 
It is nota strike for increase of wages but for the bare conditions of sanitary exis- 
tnce. The men, in fact, want to abolish the sweating system in the boot trade, 
What that system implies Mr, David F. Schloss has just shown in the Fortnightly 
Review, and a year ago in Mr, Booth’s “ Labour and Life of the people.” It means; 
for example, toiling with five or six other unfortunates for 15, and sometimes for 
18 or even more hours out'of the 24, in rooms nine feet long, six feet wide, and seven 
feet high. In the present strike all have signed the manifesto ; not only the native 
workers, but also the Jewish foreigners, and what is more remarkable, sweaters and 
“sweatees"’ alike, The very sweaters are, it appears, becoming tired of their 
unpopular position and the uncertainty of their ‘incomings. Mr. Schloss tells me 
that there are now about 600 men in the trade union of the Jewish “ sweatees,” and 
there are also a very large number not in that union. So, too, the Jewish workmen 
thrown out of work by the strike are not limite! to the men in the union. Many 
cannot help themselves, even if they would, for very many of their immediate 
masters, the sweaters, have ceased work ; these masters do an important part of the 
process of finishing which the “ sweatees” cannot themselves perform, and thus 
they are thrown also out of employment. The funds of the “sweatees” trade 
union are naturally very small. The misery among these people whose average 
weekly earnings during the year are at best only about 14s, to 16s., will soon, it is 
apparent, be quite appalling, The upshot of the strike, I am informed, it is as yet 
impossible to predict. 

Now I venture to think that it is legitimate to ask for pecuniary help to aid 
thse unfortunate Jewish working men for the following reasons. A movement 
waich aims at putting an end to the sweating system with all its attendant horrors 
has certainly a strong prima facie case. But let it be assumed that the strike is 
wrong, either because all strikes are wrong, or because this one must fail in its 
objects. To this hypothesis the retort, which to me seems incontrovertible, is that 
worse evils would have followed if the Jewish workiog men in the boot trade had 
not joined in the strike, For if they had not joined, they would have received the 
bitter hostility of the native workers. There might have been an attempt to stop 
their working by other than mild means. We want these Jewish foreigners to 
become “Anglicized” ; they must fall into line with their fellow workers in the 
crises of their trade. 


Whichever way, then, we look at the matter, help is justifiable, and if justifi- 
able, even urgent. I have been in communication upon the subject with the Rev. 
Dr, Hermann Adler, and he authorises me to say that he will gladly apply such 
sums as may be sent to me, in answer to this appeal, to the relief of the distressed 
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workmen, in concert with his Committee of Ministers and others who visit am 
the poor in London. There can therefore be no doubt that any money that may hy, 
given will be fitly and usefally spent.

JUDAISM AND MODERN THOUGHT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Srr,—Mr., Alfred Henriques appears to have missed the aim of those learned 
articles which have recently appeared in this paper, under the title of “Th. 
Rabbinate—a Symposium.” I fail to gather from them what Mr. Henriques finds. 
namely, “the width of chasm which divides intellectual thought amongst moderp 
Jews with probably similar aims.” Those articles read to me as an able effort to 
trace the historical position of Rabbinism through different ages, and with this 
result : That the Rabbins of the Talmud and of all periods down to the fourteenth 
century were essentially and eminently men of progress, men who recognised the 
varying changes of time and circumstance, and who adapted with infinite skill the 
ancient faith to new conditions. Not one of them appeared to be so pinned to 
the letter of Scripture as to hold by the same hard and fast rule in ritual and other 
practices, They had the courage of their opinions, and their policy was eminently 
progresive, Hillel made “ concessions even as regards Sabbatical law,” we are 
reminded in one of those articles. And the polygamous state which was lawful by 
the legislation of the Pentateuch was declared to be no longer lawful by the advice 
ofthe Rabbins. The great lesson to be learnt by those articles appeared to me to be 
this: that unhappily the spirit of concession and of good sense which were 
characteristic of the rabbinical official became extinct in the fourteenth century, 
Subsequent Rabbins have set up and held to the monstrous proposition that whilst 
they have no power to modify ritual practices as their predecessors had done, Jewish 
congregations of later years were to be bound by the decisions which their preie. 
cessors had made, and intended only for their own time and circumstances. Hee 

lies the root of the present evil. 


Mr. Henriques makes the occasion of thoss artic!es (quite inappropriately, | 
venture to think) one on which to put forth in your columns a plea for widening 
the chasm in our present community, by urging the effect of the destructive Biblical 
criticism of Robertson Smith, Wellhausen, and other scholars. Well, for my own 
part, all the scholars of Europe may formulate what they please about discrepancies 
and authorship of the Scriptures, and they cannot touch the vital rock of Judaism 
in its essential character. I cannot help considering Mr, Henriques’s letter in con- 
janction with the substance of his speech at the Berkeley Street Committee Room, 
reported in your paper of to-day. And they afford a striking example of the ol 
ssying that “extremes meet.” Here was Mr. Alfred Henriques, an advanced 
reformer, in the same “ division lobby ’ with those whose views I can only reluct. 
antly describe as of the most rabid fanatical type. These people, for different reasons 
are willing to leave the forty or fifty thousand Jews of East London to their own 
devices rather than risk the contamination of a “ reformed” synagogue coming in 
contact with an “ orthodox” one. Can any man be so unpractical as to think that 
our first duty to our East End brethren is to familiaris: them with the writings of 
Robertson Smith, Wellhausen, &c., and that if we cannot successfully do that it: 
is better that we should do nothing by them? I cannot help thinking that thi 


would be the effect of Mr. Henriques’s attitude as explained by his speech on Son 
day and his letter to-day. 


There is a great deal in Mr. Henriques's letter with which I perfect'y agree, and 
with which probably every enlightened Rabbi in Western Europe agrees, but he seems 
to me to take an unduly despondent view of the effect upon Judaism as a whole, of 
such divergence of opinion, which is no more striking to-day among Jewish scholars , 
than it has been in every epoch of our history. There is no religious conception * 
which is more consistent with the widest possible latitude than the Jewish religion 
and I, for one, see in that fact sufficient vital force to bind together in one brother- 
hood of religious co-operation the members of an East End Polish Chevrah ani 
the West London Synagogue of British Jews. Be it remembered that neither one 
nor the other has the misfortune to possess thirty-nine Articles, nor any formulated 
creed from which it has ever been declared unlawfal to dissent.

MINISTER AND SECRETARY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir —I read with great interest the letters of “ Oudeis”’ in your issue upon the 
above subject, as it entirely expresses my own opinion on the curious combination, 
now existing, of Minister and Secretary being one and the same person ; the func 
tions of the one being entirely of a ministerial character without regard to munoane 
affairs and the duty of the other being confined to matters of details, principally 
connected with financial arrangements, to enable such place of worship to be pr’ 
perly maintained and efficiently conducted. There is no doubt that if a minis’ 
conscientiously attends to the duties which naturally devolve upon his office, he 
would have neither time nor inclination to devote his energies to what i3 
undoubtedly work of a commercial nature. Probably on the score of economy, and 
to check the multiplicity of officers, the two branches have heen merged under one 
head. But taking the constituent synagogues of the United Synagogue, I venture 
to submit that the economy effected is entirely fallacious and the separate work of 
a minister and of a secretary cannot be so ably performed by one as by two. It 8 
rarely that one can find a good minister who is also a good secretary or vice t¢"*) 
the qualifications necessary are so diametrically opposed, and the duties of eac? 
office united in one must clash to the detriment of the community, A ministet 
should in nearly every instance be attached to each constituent synagogue, but it's 
not so absolutely necessary that the Secretary should be attached solely to each 
synagogue, and under this heading economy could be effected with efficiency. A 
good business man could well undertake the secretarial duties of two or mor 
synagogues, and thus leave the ministers liberty to devote the whole of their time 
and energies to their proper sphere. I feel confident that if the managers of the 
constituent synagogues, together with the honorary officers of the United Synagos¥® 


| were to seriously consider the question; a scheme could be devised by whicb the 
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whole of the secretarial duties of the synagogues could be well and efficiently carried 
out under the supervision of two officers or even one, with clerical assistance, at no 
greater cost to each synagogue than at presentand with greatly enhanced benefit to 
the community by thus divesting ministers of work which must be distasteful as 
well as foreign to their special office. I do not fora moment mean to infer that a 
minister does not well and efficiently discharge such duties as appertain to the 
office of secretary, but simply that such duties cannot otherwise than clash with the 
proper performance of their duties as ministers. 

{ earnestly hope with “ Oudeis ” that the question will not be allowed to drop 
and that the matter referred to will have the attention and serious consideration 
of those who have the power to alter the incongruity which in former years did not 


exist.

THE EAST END SCHEME. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir.—The “ courteous” refusal of the Spanish and Portuguese congregation 
and the conditional acceptance of the Berkeley Street Synagogue, to co-operate with 
the United Synagogue in fartherance of the East End Scheme, is, I think, a sufficieny 
justification of my conduct at the Council. It is evident that if the scheme is to be 
carried out in its present form, it will not be the outcome of the united wisdom of 
metropolitan Judaism, but it will be rather the result of the superabundant energy 
of the Executive Committee. If, therefore, these gentlemen are determined not to 
accept moderate and reasonable suggestions, they will not only be deprived of the 
moral sympathy of the community, but they will also fail to obtain that material 
support without which the scheme must be doomed to inevitable failure. 

Now, as all the other features of the scheme are of a truly beneficent character, 
it would be a great pity to risk its abandonment merely because there is a disagree- 
ment as to the necessity of one colossal synagogue. A measure of this nature, 
which embraces not only the religious, but also the moral and physical 
amelioration of our poor, cannot be evolved in five minutes. And should it 
unfortunately, be suffered to fall to the ground, it may take years before avything 
will be done for our suffering brethren. 

[ have therefore given notice of amendment for the next Council meeting to 
the effect, that it is desirable to erect tire or more synagogues in the various districts 
of the East End. I shall endeavour to prove to the Council that the establishment 
cf several moderate-sized synagogues will meet the requirements of the East End 
people, without entailing an additional burthen upon the United Synagogue. 
Should I be fortunate enough to carry my amendment, I hope, not only will it be 
the means of removing Sir Philip Magnus’s chief objection, but that we shall also 
secure the cordial support of every section of the community.

DEATH OF THE CROWN RABBI OF ODESSA. 


a Court Councillor and Magister Jonas Gurland, Crown Rabbi of Odessa, died on 

Friday the 14th inst. under peculiarly sad circumstances. On the evening of that day a 
special service was held in the Synagogue, it being the anniversary of the 
Coronation of the Emperor. The Rabbi, on entering the Synagogue, complained 
that he felt unwell, but he was able to deliver an eloquent sermon. Just as he 
had uttered the word “ Amen” at the close of his prayer, he was attacked by an 
apoplectic stroke and fell to the ground. Five hours later he breathed his last. 
Although only in his 47th year, Dr. Gurland had had a distinguished career. At 
an early age he was sent to the Rabbinical School at Wilna, where he remained 
seven years. From there he entered the University at St. Petersburg and devoted 
himself to the study of Oriental languages. In 1864 he was awarded the highest 
honour of the University, its gold medal, for his essay on the influence of Arabic 
religious philosophy on the religious and philosophical system of Maimonides, and 
the following year he received the title of Magister. Henceforth his studies were 
altogether of a scientific character. He translated into Hebrew Chwolson’s book 
on “Tammuz”: then followed, in 1866, a brief description of the mathematical, 
astronomical, and astrological Hebrew MSS. in the Imperial Library of St. 
Petersburg, of the Semitic zection of which he was appointed Librarian. His 
“ Ginse Israel,” which included treatises on the history of the Karaites, and his 
history of the persecutions of Jews in 1648-1649, are among the best examples of 
Russian literary work. In 1873, Dr. Gurland was appointed Inspector of the 
Seminary for Jewish Teachers at Zitomir, and so ably did he discharge his duties, 
that the Emperor Alexander II. conferred on him the St. Anna Order, second 
class, and the sank of Court Councillor. He also served the Ministry of Justice, 
by the head of which he was appointed a Juge d'Instruction at Ekaterinoslaw. 
Among other honorary offices held by him were those of Member of the Curato- 
rium of the Asylum for Children in the town just named, and Governor of the 
Higher School for girls at Nowomoskowsk. Eight years ago, with the sanction 
of the Government, he founded a Jewish Realschule at Odessa, which held the 
same rank asa state gymnasium, and in 1887 he was appoiated, by the Crown, 
successor to the late Dr. Schwabacher in the Rabbinate of Odessa, one of the 
Jewish communities where the post of Rabbi is conferred by the Emperor and 
not by the Jews themselves. Rabbis thus appointed are distinguished from their 
other colleagues by being styled Crown Rabbis. Dr. Gurland was possessed of 
considerable private property in the Government of Ekaterinoslaw, which yielded 
him handsome rentals. 


Jews’, INFANT ScCHOOLS.—The annual distribution of prizes to the Teachers of 
the Hebrew Classes was held on Tuesday at the Schools in Commercial Street.

The firet 
class have studied with success Hebrew dictation ; they have also been instructed 
in the Portuguese pronunciation of Hebrew, and one young lady, Miss Annie Rosen- 
thal, read from the Hebrew Bible coneecutively in the German and Portuguese pro- 
nunciations without a single mistake. In the coming year Mr. Simmons hopes to 
prepare the work as set for the Hebrew Examination of the College of Preceptors 
For the annual competition for the Evelioa de Rothschild prizes of &5,the members. 
of the first division wrote essays on the Messiah, and those of the second division on 
the festival of Purim. These competitions are higbly spoken of by the «xamincer, 
Mr. Oswald Simon. Miss Emily Levy, the Hon. Secretary of the Ladies’ Committee 
of the School, has desired by an annual prizeof £1 1». to perpetuate the memory of 
the late Mies Miriam Harris. In addition tothe Committee, prizes were also given 
this year by Mrs. Fanny Alexander, Mrs. Isaac Seligman, Mrs. Gaston Foa, and Mr. 
Angelo M. Nerwich, of New York. The report concluded with grateful 
acknowledgments to.Miss Maers, the lady president of the classes, for her ever 
willing assistance.in bringing success to the work. The recipients of prizes were 
Miss Rosa Lawrence and Miss Beatrice Jackson (Evelina priz-s), the Misses Hannah 
Abrahame. Annie Rosenthal, Julia Harris, I-abel Levy, Amelia Boaz, Rachel Woolf, 
and Leah Breslar. After distributing the prizes, Mr. Simon addressed the teachers 
in earnest terms, impressing upon them the responsibilities, even the solemnity 
of their calling, for on them depended the future welfare of the childrea entrusted 
to their charge. He was especially gratified to find from their ersays that they had 
fully grasped the spiritual idea of religion, and he warmly congratulated Mr. Sim- 
mons on the successfal results of his tuition. Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, in proposing 
a vote of thanks to the Rev. Mr. Simmons, whose thoroughness as an instructor he 
warmly commended, expressed a wish that certificates should be granted for reli, i»us 
as weli as in secular education. On the motion of Mr, Simmons, a cordial vote of 
thanks was passed to Mr. Simon for presiding.

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PRINCE BISMARCK AND THE JEWS, 


Thanks tg the Boswellian industry of Dr. Busch, formerly Private Secretar r to 
Prince Bismatck, and now German Minister at Berne, the world has little diffi- 
culty in ascertaining the views of the German ex-Chancellor on any of the great, 
and on many of the minor, questions which have agitated the public mind during 

the last half century. Even on the Jewish question, towards which his public 
attitude has been marked by almost ostentatious reserve, the records of his private 
conversations in Dr. Busch’s entertaining volumes yield a fairly complete synopsis 
of his personal views. 

Prince Bismarck does not love, and has never loved, the Jews. 
tolerance for this feeling. It is a matter of education and of temperament, and it 
is an entirely honest feeling. Heis a Christian, a Junker and a Teuton, and in 
these capacities is cut off from the Jews by an almost impassable barrier, Asa 
Christian he opposed and fought against the emancipation of the Jews. His posi- 
tion is clearly defined by the following extract from a speech he delivered in the 

United Diet in 1847 :— | 

“ Let us not humiliate the Christianity of the people by showing that we do not 
think it necessary fortheir lawgivers. Let us not take the conviction away from 
them that our legislation comes from Christianity as its source. That the State 
aims at the realisation of Christianity, though it never attains itsaim. When I think 
of a Jew as a representative to me of the consecrated majesty of the king, whom I 
am to obey, I must confess that I feel myself deeply humiliated and depressed and 
that the delight and the honourable self-respect with which I now fulfil my duties 
to the State have a heavy burden laid on them.” 

The feeling is quite intelligible. Mr. Gladstone held the same views fifty 
years ago ; but he had less excuse for them than Prince Bismarck. The German 
statesman’s religious antipathies were intensified by social prejudices of a much 
stronger type than could have been held in England at the same time. He only 
knew the Jew as the peddling denizen of the Ghetto, an unclean thing in the 
social economy, which was kept in a perpetual quarantine. He was also a Junker, 
a scion of that conceited squirearchy which was always more renowned for its 
exclusiveness than for its brains. In Bremen the peasantry call ears of corn 
* Junkers ” when the wind has emptied them of their grain and they are thus 
enabled to bold their heads more erect than their better endowed neighbours. 
In Prince Bismarck the relative preportions of brains and prejudices were changed, 
but he has never entirely got rid of his native Junkerei. Twelve years ago, in a 
speech in the Reichstag on Social Democracy, in which he eulogised Lassalle’s 
noble character, he naively expressed the regret “ that his (Lassalle’s) position and 
my own do not permit me to associate with him more intimately.” “I should have been 
delighted,” he added,“ to have a man of such gifts and esprit, asa neighbour in 
the country.” This reference to the country leads me to the question of tempera- 
ment. Prince Bismarck has not only a considerable relic of Junker saplallots, 
but he has all the Junker’s love of the country-side. He has spoken of himeelt 

as ‘an enthusiast for nature,” and in 1863 he wrote to his wife that it was his 
dream to end his days asa country gentleman. This innermost Bismarck found 
no point of sympathy inthe Jews with whoin he came in contact. He found them 
essentially * town-muice,” and detected their colour-blindness before the anthropo- 
logists discovered it. In December 1870 he took a drive about the environs 
of Versailles with Herr Simson, afterwards President of the Imperial Supreme Tri- 
bunal, and at his dinner table the same day he gave his host an account of his 
adventures. “ I thought,” he said, * that Simson would have taken some interest in 
the park and its pretty views; but he manifested none whatever. It seems that he 
has no sense of the picturesque. That is the case with a vast number of Jews. 
As far as | know there are no Jewish landscape painters, and but few Jewish 
painters of any description.” 


I have ever 


Still, this triple dislike of the Jews is purely passive. 
not an anti-Semite. He has never figured among the enemies of the Jews or 
their detractors. He has made no attempt to rationalise his instinctive dislikes 
by a fancy portraiture of Jewish character. He shares, in an academic sort of 
way, the popular belief in the political cosmopolitanism of the Jews. At the 
dinner table at Ferricres in 1870. he once said, * As a matter of fact, they have no 
real home. So to speak, they are Europeans in a general sort of way ; cosmopo- 
litan—in a word, nomads. Their Fatherland is Zion, Jerusalem. Outside that, 
they belong, as it were, tothe whole world, and hang together all over the earth.” 
He evidently attaches no practical importance to this characteristic, for in the 
most heated passages of arms with his Jewish adversaries in the Reichstag he 
never even distantly hinted at it. It is indeed difficult to believe that the author 
of the Falk Laws could have seriously entertained such doubts of Jewish patriot- 
ism, and yet have abstained from availing himself of the opportunity afforded by 
the anti-Semitic agitation to curb their political activity. He readily acknow- 
ledges the good qualities of the Jews. He told Dr. Busch that “they were 
rem wwhoed for respect to their parents, conjugal fidelity aud benevolence. , In a 
conversation with Herr Von Bleichréder some years ago, he even attempted to 
defend their mercantilisme and their proclivity for the Opposition side in politics. 
* That they preferentially devote themselves to business pursuits,” he is reported 
to have said, “is a matter of taste ; moreover, it may be a natural consequence of 
their former exclusion from other callings. Their intellectual organisation dis- 
poses them to criticism, wherefore they are for the most part to be found in the 
ranks of the opposition.” 


Prince Bismarck is 


Still the fact remains that he did nothing to discourage the anti-Semitic 
agitation, and was for a long time suspected of abetting it. When the famous 
petition for the limitation of Jewish civil and political rights was sent to him he 
contented himself with not answering it, although all that was best and noblest 
in Germany was condemning it with unrestrainable warmth. When Herr Haenel 
interpellated the Government on the subject; he stopped away from the Reichstag 
and left Count Stolberg, the Vice-President of the Ministry, to read a formal 
and frigid statement to the effect that the standing laws proclaimed the civil and 
political equality of all religious denominations, and that the Cabinet entertained 
no intention of changing that condition of things. The fact doubtless is that 
Prince Bismarck did not regard the anti-Semitic agitation with disfavour. I do 
not mean to say by this that he was desirous of seeing the Jews disfranchised or 
persecuted but he could not but recognise that the movement was calculated to 
favour his political strategy. Jews were foremost among his political opponents 
and the whole of the opposition in Parliament ‘was committed to their support. 
Consequently, the progress of anti-Semitism meant the discredit and discomfture 
of his enemies. “A party man” he once said, when an effusive friend con- 
gratulated him on the arrest of Jacoby, “knows no passion and least of all ven- 
geance. Le asks only whether it is useful that political adversaries should be il]- 
used.” The Jews and their friends were his political adversaries, and from his 
eye of view it was certainly useful that they should be ill-used.

Psalmist's words: “ We think of Thy loving-kindness, O God, in the midst of 

Thy Temple.” For this day marks a significant anniversary in the annals of 

the Great Synagogue. Exactly one hundred years have elapsed since the 

Synagogue in which we are now essembled was consecrated to the worship 

of the God of Israel. It woul! seem as if the recurrence ofa date, marked 

by the interval of a century,invokes the spirit of the past to revisit the earth, so that 
we recail the very scenes in which our forefathers played an active and conspicuous 
px many of you are aware, a synagogue was erected on this spot as far back as 

\482, a.m. (1722), by the munificence of Mo:es Hart, of Breslau, the brother of R. 

Pheibush, the first Chief Rabbi appointed after our return to this country. This 
building was subsequently rebuilt and enlarged in 1767, But within the short 
perioi of twenty-three years the community had increased so rapidly that the 
bailding was found quite inadequate. The entire structure was demolished, and 

the present noble and imposing edifice, twice as large as the former one, was 

erected onitasite. It was consecrated by the then Chief Rabbi David Solomon 
échiff (my great grandfather) on the eve of 217370 Nv, the 11th of Nisan, 5550, 

March 26,1700. The Service of Song and Praise on that occasion, which must have 
been very impressive, is still extant. It contains a Mishebirach for that “ noble, 
munificent and virtaous lady,” as she is styled, Judy, daughter of Moses Hart, for 
baving liberally offered the sum of £4,000 for the building of this Synagogue. 
This Mrs. Judith Levy, an exceedingly warm-hearted and generous lady, was the 
daughter of the Founder of the Synagogue, and the widow of Elias Levy,a wealthy 
financier, : 

Many of us would no doubt have wished that the hundredth anniversary of this 

historic event thould have been commemorated by a special Thanksgiving Service ; 
butin view of the bereavement which has fallen on the community—a wound yet 
*0 fresh—such joj ous celebration would not have beenentirely appropriate. But we 
may fitly consecrate our minds this day to thoughts of fervent thankfulness. it is 
well, that now and again we should cast our mental eyes backward. It is nse 
—exactly 700 ago—I see before me several hundred of my brothers and sisters 
who have sought refuge in York Castle to escape the fury of the mob. For six days 
they have repelled the attacks of their enemies ; their slender stock of provisions can 
holdoutno longer. Think you that they will surrender? Ah, no! They are made 
of sterner stuff! A glorious death they deem preferable toa life of apostasy. =

when a great victory evoked national rejoicing, when a sovereign had been stricken 
down by iilness, and when it pleased the Lord to send him healing, when a joyous 
jubilee was kept, and when death had entered our palaces, every event was com- 
memorated here with the voice of prayer and supplication, of praise and thanke- 
giving, proving that the Israelite then, as always, was “steeped to the very lips ” 
in loyalty. And how fair and fervent were the servic:s performed within these 
walls! A noted clergyman of those days records a visit paid to this shrine in the 


words, “ the place itself is so solemn, that it might strike an awe upon those who 
have avy thoughtof God.” 


But, as you kuow full well, divine service is but the means to an end. Ite 


purpose is to inspire us with a more vivid desire to keep rigorously and with a 
gladsoine spirit the ordinances of our faith, to fill us with enthusiasm for the great 


work which Judaism has still to perform on earth, to imbue us with a willing spirit 
to labour in the cause of education and charity, And with this view practical

Whether the avpeal came to 
relieve a famine in Sweden or to dimivish the sufferings of Eoglish prisoners in 
France, ora plaint reache1 these shores from the hunger-stricken children of Ire- 
land, wherever fire or earthquake had committed i'« sad ravages, the authorities of 
the Great Synagogue were ever ready t> aid and to enccour. Indeed, it is no 
exaggeration to aver that in every important work that pressed itself upon the 
Jews of London, whether in co-operating with their Sephardic brethren in the 
endeavour to avert some instant danger that menaced the Jews of other lands, or 
when some new institution bad to be founded for the promotion of charity and 
«ducation, the men of the Great Synagogue were ever to the fore. Verily, as wo 
recollect all this, we cannot but think of Thy loving kindness, O God, in the midst 
of Thy temple. 

But an anniversary suchas this should induce not me rely retrospection, but 
shouid also urge us to look forward to the future. Our saves have taught that only 
when our hearts have been imbued with a due eense of gratitude to God for all the 
mercits vouchsafed in the past, only then are we in a fit mood to pray, and to make 
worthy resolves for the future. We know how conspicuous a place in our com- 
munity the Great Shool has occupied in the past. Many, alas | Many of those who 
worshipped here even within this generation have passed away to earn their reward ; 
of their survivors many have migrated to other districts of this huge city. 
Yet who would dare to apply to this sanctuary the sad words, JIvhabed, the 
glory is departed. Is it not still within the power of the congregants to 
maintain the proud title Great Synagogne by the largeness of the numbers 
with which they assemble at the services, by ths devotion and fervour 
with which they offer up their prayers, by the stedfast attachment they 
evince for our venerated a'd hallowed ordinances! ‘We will not forsake 
this house of our Lord” should be the watch-word, not merely of the present 
members, but of all those who wirsbipped here in their childhood and 
youtb, to whom this bouse must be endeared by a thousand-sacred memories, whose 
souls have been soothed and elevated by the pure and solema melodies that here 
have fallen upoa their ears, whose miads have been informsi by the instructioa 
that fell from lips, now sealed in eternal silecc», And not to the men only but to 
the women of the Great Synagogue [ address my plea. Remember it was primarily 
to the pious zeal of a sister that this sanctuary owes its existence. Do not permit 
these galleries she built to languish in solitude. Ever remain mindful of the fact 
that the keeping of the small sanctuary—the home—is confidei to your care. Even 
as it depends upon your vigilance and your activity whether we are enabled to 
solemnize the coming festival with all faithfullness, so it depends upon you, upon 
your earnestness, your zeal, your enthusiasm that Judaism shal! never become— 
Heaven forfend—a thing of the past, but that it shall abide for ever—a living 
reality, elevating, sanctifying, bles-ing myriads of generations yet unborn !

PASSOVER.

Passover is the pulse of Judaism. The vitality of the observance is a sure 
index of the strength of the religion. It was so in olden times, when, after 
long years of spiritual torpor, the religious re-awakening of Israel was wont to 
find most appropriate expression in the revival of the greatest of the national 
festivals. The celebration of the Passover during the reign of Hezexian 
and Josian is an example which will occur to everyone. It is possible that 
the selection of this particular festival as a rallying-point for the people's 
declining religion was symbolical. No better type of spiritual awakening 
could be found than the Feast of the Spring, the great anniversary, of 
enslaved Israel's regeneration. But what is certain is that from the earliest 
ages the Passover was regarded as the central institution of the religion. 
The episodes it commemorated were the starting point of toth the national 
and the religions life of Israel. 
which the people possessed, and just because it was the first it was the 
greatest. Thus a revival of religion necessarily meant the revival first and 
foremost of the observance of the Passover.

mending of the links that bound-Isrart to the Past with all its glorious 
heritage of faith and duty—a fresh declaration of fealty to his Divine 
Repeemer and Laweiver. 

What the Passover was in those far-off ages it still remains to-day. 
of old, it is the barometer of Jewish sentiment. 
infallible proof of the decay of Judaism. 
religion is safe. It is still the distinctive institution of Judaism, with which 
its life is inextricably bound up. If Judaism is fated to perish the constitu- 
ent that will be the last to die is the Passover. Its vitality may be the 
result, in part, of the ritual ordinances which have been associated. with it. 
The duty of abstaining from leaven for a whole week, with the subsidiary tasks 
it has brought with it, has undoubtedly done much to impress the imagina- 
tion with a sense of the importance of the Festival. But in these days when 
ceremonialism is waning, another explanation of its strength must be sought 
It is to be found in the spirit of the observance which, despite the 
lapse of so many centuries, still powerfully appeals to the Israelite’s heart. 
For the modern Jew as for his remote ancestor, the Passover is the greatest 
institution of his religion. More certainly than any other festival it bridges 
the chasm of Time, and unites him, the child of this prosaic age, with his 
fathers of those romantic days when, without a blow from visible arm, Tyranny 
suecumbed to and a horde of slaves sprang to the heights 
of freedom and nationality. For him it is the visible sign of the truth of his 
religion. Its observance is a chain stretching back through the cen- 
turies to that terrible, yet glorious night when the celebration of the first 
Passover ushered in the downfall of Egyptian pride and the triumph of 
IsrRaEL’s cause. That the glorious Exodus is a historic fact is a truth which 
the Feast at once suggests and proves. It has something more real for its 
basis than a myth. It is a testimony to the trath of Judaism, whose

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first and most glorious lessons were given to the world when the One Gop 
executed judgment upon all the gods of Egypt, and when the Divine Pro- 
VIDENCE was vindicated in the chastisement of the oppressor and the redemption 
of the slave. Nay, the Passover is, so to speak, the charter of 
IskakEL’s mission ; for from Egypt Gov’s elect went forth into the world, not 
to possess it but to ennoble it. The work which the Divine hand began when 
Puaraon, cowering beneath the wrath of Heaven, struck off the fetters of 
his serfs, was to continue in every succeeding age as long as Israrw should 
live. The signs and wonders wrought by the Supreme in Egypt were to be 
followed by the miracle of Israrx’s survival—a token of the existence of Gon, 
the mighty and the just, a lesson in religion and duty, to be learnt not by one 
people, only, but by the world. It was when he went forth from bondage that 
the Israelite received his divinely appointed errand. To-day he thinks joyously, 
gratefully, of that deliverance, because the errand is still entrusted to him. He 
celebrates the Passover with unaffected fervour because it assures him that 
for his race life is still worth living, that his people has still a great, a glo- 
rious part to play in the drama of the world’s destiny. 

For not in vain has the idea of the Passover of the Future been linked 
to that of the Passover of Egypt by the authors of our liturgy. No Festiva 
so eloquently breathes the promise and the potency of ultimate triumph 
The Exodus can find its logical sequence only in a still grander, a universal, 
vindication of Gov’s power and truth. The liberation of half a million of Hebrew 
serfs was the type and the forerunner of an emancipation which shall bless 
mankind. The moral and spiritual redemption of Isnaet but prefigures the 
ultimate deliverance of humanity from the thraldom of superstition and sin. 
To that glorious consummation the Jew—set free from Egyptian slavery. 
and preserved through centuries of oppression for that very purpose—is 
powerfully to contribute, He sees in himself once again a soldier in “the 
armies of the Lonp” that, with Gop Himself at their head, marched forth 
from Egypt through the wilderness, through the Land of Promise, through 
the valley of the shadow of death, to this age, and from this age will yet 
march on till the golden goal is reached. It is a noble idea—one to take 
the nineteenth-century heart captive! It is the common meeting-ground for 
Jews of every sort and condition. The victim of Russian cruelty and the 
prosperous Jew of Mayfair will sit down in company to-night, united by the 
common hope breathed by the Paschal Service. Both will look forward to 
the happy time, that is to bring to the one safety and rest in his recovered 
fatherland, to the other the realization of all his entrancing dreams of a 
regenerated humanity. It is a wondoug institution that can unite elements 
so diverse—that still retains its ancient power to knit the members of the 
House of Israrn into one worshipping family. More wondrous still is the 
creed that, after these many centuries, can still confirm the soul’s most 
cherished aspirations, still whisper a promise that is ever new, still call up an 
ideal which the eye of the spirit finds fair to look upon. For there is no 
religion, old or new, that can offer sublimer food with which to nourish hope 
than the vision of the Future which Judaism reveals. The slow but certain pro- 
gress of the world—towards perfection—progress achieved not by any miraculous 
intervention, nor hastened by superhuman self-sacrifice—but brought about 
by the development of the latent power for good that resides in mankind 
itseli—this is the picture, and it fires every heart. Every Jew, moreover, 

s charged with the task—a task directly growing out of his Judaism—of 
promoting that progress by testifying through his life to the truth of Gop’s 
existence and to the reality, the solemnity of duty. The idea not only 
inspires, it convinces. It satisfies the reason as well as the imagination. To 
believe that the onward march of humanity is not a mere revolution on its 
axis, but a continuous progress towards an ideal, is to make no great draught 
on faith. To accelerate that movement, to light the beacon of a noble life, 
to spread broadcast the seed of truth that we have so long preserved in our 
bosoms—this is a work in which everyone, whatever the complexion of his 
religious belief, may readily and joyously take his share. It is because 
Judaism teaches this duty that we revere it. And it is because the Passover 
teaches it most clearly of all our institutions that we honour it in these latter 
days, and shall continue to cherish it while Judaism lives.

THE LIBERAL VIEW.—II. 


(by “ JUD.£Us.”) 


Writing on the Ritual two years ago, I ventured to point out that the 
great principle to be kept in view in initiating the changes demanded by 
communal opinion was that of congregational liberty. It is especially 
necessary to insist upon that principle at the present moment, when change 
seems about to pass from the theoretical to the practical stage. It is only 
necessary to remember how diverse are the elements of which the community 
is composed in order to recognise the utter impossibility of its being 
characterised by uniformity of opinion on minor religious matters. And it 
is obvious that diversity of religious thought must logically find its outcome 
in divergent modes of worship. Between the greenr of Whitechapel and 
his fellow-Lsraelite of Bayswater, whose intellectual being 1s the product af 
nineteenth-century education and culture, there is, spiritually, a great gu’ 
fixed. They have utterly irreconcilable motions, not only of what 
is decorous in the mode of conducting a religious service, but of what 
constitutes prayer. Anything like uniformity in the details ot puble 
worship in our community is, accordingly, quite out of the question, 
And indeed, the fact is practically recognised ; for between the Sor- 
vice at the Bayswater Synagogue, for example, and that celebrated at 
one of the East End Cherras—though both claim to be orthodox—there is 
a very wide dissimilarity. Nor is this a new feature in Judaism. Tie most 
superficial student of the history of the Synagogue knows fall weil that 
divergence in liturgy and ritual has been the rule ever since the comnence. 
ment of the Talmudic era. Uniformity has not on'y not prevailed, but it has 
hardly been striven after. The various needs of each community, nay ol each 
congregation, have been allowed to dictate the precise form which its pable 
worship should assume. 

This important fact deserves to be carefully borne in mind at this 
juncture. The liberty which has hitherto been enjoyed by Jewish congre- 
gations to worship in the manner dictated by their own feelings must not be 
taken from them now. It wou'd be an irony indeed if we of this nine‘eenth 
century should be less staunch friends of freedom than our fathers of the 
Middle Ages. And yet to this pass we shall come if the changes that seem 
to be looming in the distance are carried out inconsiderately and with a high 
hand, or if they are indefinitely postponed. But the former contingency 1s 
hardly to be feared. There is no danger, I think, of the advocates ol 
progress. using their victory to trample under foot the needs and the feelings 
of their opponents. The freedom they demand for themselves they will be 
just enough to concede to those who differ from them, Congregational 
liberty must of necessity act in both direetions simultaneously ; it will make 
for change in the case of those synagogues that desire an improved 5 rvice, 
and it will ensure the status quo in the case of those synagogues that are 
satisfied with things as they are. If once for all it be recollected that 
what the progressionist asks for is true liberty—liberty, that 1s, lor both 
sides—conservative congregations will cease to fear the slightest attack oa

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ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 


On Sunday last the monthly meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held 
at the Bayswater Jewish Schools. There were present: Sir John Simon, Vice- 
President, in the Chair; Sir Philip Magous, Lieut.-Col. Montefiore, Revs. Dr. M. 
Gaster and A. Léwy, Dr. M. Davis, J.P., Messrs, J. Bergtheil, H. H. Collins, E. H. 
d'Avigdor, Charles Davis, E. A. Franklin, H. A. Franklin, Delissa Joseph, B. 
Kisch, L. A. Lawrence, J. Leverson, E. H. Micholls,F. D. Mooa‘ta, F, H. Harvey- 
Samuel, Daniel Schloss, D. F. Schloss, Oswald J. Simon, A. E. Sidney. 

A letter was read from the Rev. Pr. py mem oe acknowledging the vote of 
condolence passed at a previous meeting of the Council. 

The CHAIRMAN.in moving a vote of condolence, which was unanimously carried, 
to Mr. Benjamin Kisch, the Chairman of the Execative Committee, on the death of 
b's father, said that the late Dr. Kisch was an excellent and most popular com- 
munal worker, and was always ready to give the poor the advantage of his services. 

The Rev. A, Léwy said that the Jews of Odessa had sustained a great loss by the 
death of Dr. Gurland, the Chief ‘Rabbi of that town, and he moved that the Councii 
should note the incident with regret. It would show the Jews abroad that their 
welfare was keenly watohed by their brethren in England. Dr. Gurland wasan 
eminent scholar, and his inflaence had a most ealutary effect upon Jews aod Chris- 
tians alike. He was preaching a most thrilling sermon in honour of the birthday 
of the Czar, and at its conclusion he fell prostrate and never recovered. 

The motion was seconded by Dr. GASTER, and carried unanimously. 

On the motion of Mr. F. D. MucaTTA, seconded by Mr. OswALp J. Simon, Mr 
Elkan M. Adler, M.A., was electei a member of the Counci! to fill the vacancy 
created by the death of Mr. Philip Falk. 

The Report of the Executive Committee was read, and comprised the following 
ubjecta :— 

AUSTRO-ROUMANIAN COMMERCIAL TREATY.—The Vienna Alliance has ina- 
formed theExecutive Committee that negotiations have not yet commenced between 
the Austrian and Roumanian Governments for a modification of the Commercial 
Treaty between those two States, but that as soon asa definite announcement of 
any official action is made, the Aliiance will approach its Government in the inter- 
ests of Austrian Jews in Roumania. 

THE COLONISATION OF PALESTINE.—A memorial bearing upwards of 200 
signatures has been sent to the Anglo Jewish Association by members of the 
Chovevei Zion Society and other Jews in Mohilew (Russia). The peti- 
tioners pray the Council to use their influence with Baron de Hirsch in 
order that he may found for them an agricultural settlement in Palestine, this 
being the only country where, in their opinion, colonisation can prosper. 

SCHOOLS IN THE East.—The Hesd-mistress of the Girls’ School at Rustchuk, 
(Bulgaria) has applied for a grant for the purchase of a piano. Anumber of Jewish 
girls attend the German Catholic School because instruction is given there in music, 
and it is believed thatif the Alliance School could offer the same advantage, the 
Jewish pupils would leave that institution.—The School Committee at Salonica, in 
applying forthe annual grant of £150, state that the schools founded by the late 
Dr. M. Allatini continued to make satisfactory progress. Inthe Boys’ School there 
were 288, in the Girls’ School, 229, and in the Infants’ School, 220 pupils. In the 
latter only 20 pupils pay fees. The Head-master of the Smyrna Schools, in reqae-ting 
the renewal of the subvention of £130, reported that the pupils in the Boys’ 
School numbered 266 (of whom 227 were free), and in the Girls’ School, 206 (196 
being free). The public examinations were presided over by the Governor-General 
of the province. By an arrangement with the Council of the Turkish School of 
Arts and Trades, of which the Governor-General is President, 20 Jewish youths are 
to be received there at the expense of the Alliance School, which will aleo pay the 
salary of a teacher of mechanics at the same institution. This project,which will have 
con+iderable moral influence on the relations between Jews and Mahomedans, has 
b en most cordially received by high Turkish functionaries. As agriculture 
offers a vast field of action for the poorer classes in Anatolia, ten Jewish boys have 
been sent to the Agricultural School of the Alliance Israélite at Jaffa.—At the re- 
opened schools in Sofia (Bulgaria), there are 620 boys and 225 girls, who are educated 
on the lines laid down by the Government for the public elementary schools, Boys 
on leaving the Jewish School are there able to enter the State Gymnasium. 

On the subject of the Austro-Roumanian Commercial Treaty, Dr. GASTER sug- 
gested that the Avglo-Jewish Association should address the Vienna 
Alliance Isarélite with a view to obtaining the introduction of clauses into the 
treaty beneficial to the Jews of Roumania. Dr. Gaster said that formerly there 
were 20,000 Jews residing in Roumania who were under Austrian protetion, bat that 
privilege had been withdrawn. He would explain that the persons “ protected ” 
were for the most part the children of parents who bad emigrated from Austria to 
Roumania, and had not returned. Their lot was.if anything, still harder than that 
cf the other Roumanian Jews. 

Mr. B. K1scu said that the attentio: of the Vienna A!liance had been formally 
called to the matter. 

Mr. L. ScHLOsS said he felt it would be ill-advisel to go into details with the 
Vienna Alliance. The authorities there were nearer to Roumania, and would prob- 
ably resent interference from England. 

Mr. F. D. MocatTa said that representations might be made o. the part of the 
Vienna Alliance to their Government praying for the re-introduction ef the“ protec- 
tion system. 

Mr. E. H. p'AVIGDOR said that al the time the protection wes withdrawn hopes 
were expressed that the Roumanian authorities would gradually withdraw their 
cbjections to the naturslisation of the Jews so that eventually they would becoms 
Roumanian citizene. Those hopes were groundless, and the Roumanian promises had 
been wretchedly broken. The circumstances were eminently such as justified the 
intervention of the Anglo-Jewish Association. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he could not see that any disadvantage could ensue 
from writing a carefully couched letter to Vienna. The most that could be done was 
to ask Austria to protect the interests of her own subjects. A somewhat analogous 
incident occurred seventeen years ago when a treaty was being arranged between 
England and Roumania, and when he asked for theinsertion of a clause assuring 
to Eoglish Jews travelling in Roumania for commercial purposes the full rights 
and privileges of citizens, 

On the motion of Dr. Gaster, it was resolved that the matter should be referred 
to the Executive Committee. 

A letter from Mr. Morris Cohen, the English-master at the Association's school 
at Bagdad, was referred to the Executive Committee for reply. Mr. Cohen complained 
of the apathy locally as to the education of the rising generation, and suggested 
that increased school accommodation should be erected with European funds. 

Mr. F. D. MocaTTA mentioned that he had received a communication from 
the Chief Rabbi of Corfu, urging upon his attention the becessity for supporting 
the Infant School there. He would ask the Council to consider the possibility of 
granting a subvention, The matter was refered to the Executive Committee. 

Mr, H. A. FRANKLIN asked whether any information had been received as to 
the per ecution of Jewe in and about the neighbourhood of I-paban. He had read 
an account of a riot during which a hundred limbs were broken, Two Jews were 
killed and their corpses dragged through the Jewish quarter. 

Mr. M. Dupakc, the Clerk to the Council, stated that he had not received any 
recent information. About three months ago he had received a letter from Mesars 
Sassoon & Co ,in which it was mentioned that some drunken Jews had reviled 
Mahomet, in consequence of which a riot ensued. Another charge was also made 
but of a very vague character, and at the time it was resolved not to make any

Geography is well taught, and History 
secures the intelligent interest of th» boys. The interruption to werk through the 
building operations of the past year has impaired the quality of the work, especially 
in the Second and Third Standards. But the highest merit grant, allowing for 
these difficulties, can be again recommended, and a very prosperous yeir's work 
way be looked forward toin the premises so admirably improved. 
ScHoOoL.—Readingtis good throughout, and excellent ia the first 
Handwritng and ciphering show marked improvement. Composition, however. 
cannot be called good. Arithmetic is well taught, and is of special merit in the 
Third and.Fcurth Standards. Recitation is very pleasing, and grammar falls a little 
short of good, whilst good results in needlework are shown in every clas:. later 
ruptions through building operations and influenza have somewhat affected the 
school both in discipline and attainments, though less so than might have been a1t!: 
cipatei. During the coming year the school will reap great benefit from the im- 
provements in the premises. 
INFANTS.—Very good progress is in the elementary subjects. Object lessons 
are effectively given. and the work is pleasantly varied. The tone of the schol ! 
very bright and cheerful.

MANCHESTER. 


The annual Distribution of Prizes to the pupils of the Manchester Jews’ Schoo! 
was held on Sunday under the presidency of Mr. E. E. Micholls, There was a larg: 
attendance. The pupils were put through an examination in various subjects and 
acquitted themselves most creditably. The prizes were distributed by Mrs. E. 
Behrens, the Lady president. Three boys, David Norman, E. Benjamin, and Levi 
Deutch having gained the Foulkes and Nathan scholars during the year, which pro- 
vide for admission to either the Technical School or the Manchester Grammar 
School, were called forward and publicly complimented by the chairman. Mr. 
Micholle, ia the course vf a short address, expressed the gratification which all Jews 
must feel at the high state of efficiency the school had reache1 under the instruc- 
tion of Mr. E. Harris, head master ; Miss Raphael, headmistress ; and Miss Lemon, 
head of the infant department. They had just heard that 97 per cent of the boys 
included in the 2,000 odd children who attended the schoo's had passei the Govern- 
ment examination, as compared with 95 per cent in 1888, and it must not be forgot- 
ten that last year the Education Department paid the school the great compli- 
ment of giving them the “excellent” grant without an examination. (Applause.) The 
managers had each year to call attention to the large increase in the number of 
echolars, and to the fact that while this was so the subscriptions were not increasing 

» rata. In fact ithe opposite was the case, and in order to obtain the £1,800 
grant which the scholars had earned it had been necessary for a few friends to fiad 
the £400 which was necessary before the Government would give them the £1,800. 
The Behrens family, his own relatives, Lord Rothschild, and Mr. Mandelberg had 
only left about £80 of this money to be found by the Jews of Manchester, and he 
could not help thinking that the Jewish community should support the schools 
much better than they did. Thecoming year would again find them short of money in 
view of the steady increase, and in view of certain suggested alterations, and he 
thought that for a school which was noted for its efficiency throughout the whole 
country, and which taught the children not only to be good and reapectable British 
subjects, but also devout Jews, they ought t» receive better financial support. Votes 
of thanks terminated the proceedings, 

On Saturday night last, a successful concert under the direction of Mr. H. M. 
Benoliel was given to the members of the Jewish Working Men’s Club; Mr. A. M. 
Hart occupied the chair. The artistes were Miss Minnie Valentine, Miss Valentine 
L.R.A.M., Mr. H. M. Benoliel, Mr, A. Brown, and Mr. J. Rosenthal, all of whom 
acquitted themeelves admirably.

Turning to the other side of the picture he found 
increasing eney and usefulness accompanying the operations of the Mile End 
New Town Philanthropic Society, which commenced in 1872 with very few sub- 
scribers, and had in 1889, 40 donors.
